A Fantastic Story 

One of the most fantastic stories of the twentieth century has 
to do with undersea exploration and drilling for oil. Fifteen years 
ago, 30 feet of water was considered “deep” when the first of the off¬ 
shore drilling rigs were put to work. By the end of 1966, there vcill 
be about 150 mobile offshore units in use aroUnd the world, with a 
total value of some $600 million. Some of these rigs will be able to 
drill explonitory wells in water 1,000 feet deep. In another five 
years, the number of offshore mobile rigs is expected to reach

men believe technology will make it possible to drill exploratoiy wells 
from floating rigs in water 3,000 feet deep. 

The reason for this intense activity and development in offshore 
drilling is the result of the belief that the continental shelf may con¬ 
tain close to 700 billion ban-els of hydrocarbons, and in the next 20 
years, the free world may obtain One fourth of its oil and gas re¬ 
quirements from beneath the oceans. 

Tlie story of the oil industry, aside from being a fantastic record 
, of achievement from the time of its founding more than a century 
ago, provides a living demonstration of the initiative that is svnony- 
mous with private enterprise. It explains the mii-acle of America as 
a nation, "whei-e rivers of oil in its many foi*ms flow day and night 
to meet its astronomical energy requirements.

Music with its charms may 
soothe tlie .savage beast, but at 
times music-making can bring out 
the worst in one of man's most 
dangerous enemies—the TB germ. 

WiTy music? Because it has 
been known under certain condi¬ 
tions to furnish the TB organi.sm 
with a ready nTeans of transpor¬ 
tation from an infected person to 
one or more possible victims. Its 
favorite mode of travel is via the 
tiny droplets of moisture that j 
people emit not just when cough¬ 
ing . or sneezing, but even when 
I laughing, singing, or otherwise 
j expelling air from their breath- 
1 ing organs. 

And so, when people get to¬ 
gether to sing or play wind in- 
.stiaiments and one of them has 
TB in its active (communicable) 
form, that old devil gei*m has a 
good chance to hitch a person-to- 
person ride and set up shop in 
new territory. 

Which is exactly what happen¬ 
ed in a couple of recent instances 
where local epideniice occurred. 
In an Arkansas boys' school an 
outbreak of the disease was trac¬ 
ed to a member of the school 
choir who had active tuberculosis 
and passed it on to some of his 
fellow spngsters. In another case, 
a clai'inet player in a Biitish 
militai*y band infected eight other 
musicians before, a doctor diag¬ 


nosed his active TB and stopped 
the music. 

All this doesn't mean tliul the 
CHinpaign to eradicate TB sliould 
include mu.sic eradication. But it 
docs underline the imporUnco of 
tubciTulin tests and chest X-rays 
as detection devises. In the case 
of children, experts recommend u 
TB checkup on entering school 
and on I'oaching the seventh 
grade. In between, i)arents are 
advised to see that Junior gets a 
tuberculin test when he goe.s to 
the doctor for his annual medical 
checkup. 

All tcachei's, bus drivers, and 
other adults who associate with 
childi'en should have regular TB 
checkups. As for pei'sons young 
or old who live or work in close 
community, the nonmusical les¬ 
son of the military bund speaks 
for itself.

Angelo Borgatti, North St., 
Agawam, is a great homed pout 
fisherman and no doubt he will 
be heading north immediately in 
search of the oddities.

Because they are “different” they 
become a target for the other 
fishes. 

Fishing the Race 

The following report is from 
the Board of Fisheries and Game 
of Conn. Fishing for blue fish 
has improved in the past week 
at the Race. The largest fish re- 
poi*ted -was 19 pounds. At the 
western end of the Sound fishing 
for blue fish is good. In the 
Bridgepoi-t area 1 to 3 lb. blue- 
fish are providing good fishing. 
Also 4 to 12 lb. bluefish are be¬ 
ing taken at the Stratford Shoals 
area.

We contacted Larry Fountain,

Point, and he invited us down. 
He had taken four blues on sur¬ 
face plugs the day before. I-^rry 
lined up a w'hite marlin trip for 
us but it had to be canceled be¬ 
cause we arrived too late . . . 
Stanley mixed up the directions 
to the cottage and at one time 
we w^ere heading towarfls Provi¬ 
dence, R. I, 

Charlie Hauff, Belcher Fuel and 
Oil Company, offered to substi¬ 
tute with his 26 foot Cris Ci*aft 
and off we were for the Race at 
8 in the morning. What an ex¬ 
perience! There must have been 
200 boats of all sizes and shapes 
bobbing around in and out on the 
boiling water. Fishermen were 
lined up on the boats, balancing 
precanously, pumping their fish¬ 
ing rods up and dowm violently. 
They call this method of fishing 
The metal jig or bait 
is dropped right to the bottom 
(50 to 80 feet deep) and 
either reeled up rapidly or jerked 
up and dropped down to the bot¬ 
tom again. 

We fished this method. I don't 
think my arms will be the same 
again. To make it -worse, we 
not have a strike all day 10 ..^. 
Impossible ' you say, fishing, the 
Race, yet it is the tinth. The old 
Berchulski' jinx w^as really work¬ 
ing overtime. In between the'run¬ 
ning of the tide, we pulled ih off 
of Fishes Island and fished for 
fluke.. .didn't catch one. Berchul¬ 
ski caught a couple of small fish 
on worms. How'ever, all wasn't 
lost, we ate good...the refresh¬ 
ments were cold. ..and the com¬ 
panionship excellent. We left Mr. 
Hauff talking to himself and 
every once in the while we ob¬ 
served him shaking his head side 
to side. This was the first time 
he was skunked fishing the fab¬ 
ulous Race.

COLLINS CANDIDATE 
FOR U.S. SENATOR 

Mayor John F. Collins has iirg- 
ed the federal government to 
broaden its investigation into ris¬ 
ing food co.sts. 

Collins praised the action of the 
Federal Trade Commission in 
probing the cost of bread and 
milk, but maintained that its in¬ 
vestigation should go further and 
deeper. 

He declared that this is one of 
the matters he would press if he 
is elected to the United States 
Senate in November, churecteriz- 
ing it as “extremely serious.” 

‘T am deeply disturbed by the 
climbing costs of many of our 
basic and staple foods,” Mayor 
Collins asserted. 

“This is imposing a severe 
hardship on many families in 
moderate circumstances, especial¬ 
ly tho.se with children,” he said. 

“As Agriculture Secretary Or¬ 
ville Freeman has pointed out, the 
inci'ease in prices being charged 
by fai*mei*s does not appear to 
justify the prices the housewife 
is being forced to pay when she 
buys a number of the necessities 
of life,” the Mayor continued. 

“Since this principally involves 
inter-state trade, the federal gov¬ 
ernment should make a thorough 
investigation into the seemingly 
unrea-sonably high prices being 
charged for many essential foods 
and then to take whatever steps 
may be necessary for the protec¬ 
tion of the family budget,” Col¬ 
lins stated. 

“As I have said from the outset 
of my campaign, one of the im- 
poitant domestic issues and prob- 
lem.s before the American people 
today is the very real threat of 
inflation. 

“It is our responsibility to take 
immediate steps to prevent any 
further dangerous rise in the cost 
of bringing up a family,” Mayor 
Collins concluded.
